Tf so, 
the P. 0. says you should enclose 
an address slip duplicating the ‘‘to 
and from” on the outside of your 
package. You are allowed to write 
simple dedicatory instription on the 
flv-leaf of a book, but no long 
note of letter like proportions. 
2. Is there any fragile article in 
the package? You must cushion 
any breakable object, with crushed 
newspaper or substitute. 
3. Is tbere anything perishable? 
You cannot send bonbons, frceh 
fruit or crumbly cookies. 
4. Anything inflammable, or li­ 
quid? 
Matches cannot be mailed 
nor anything else inflammable, the 
P. 0. warns. N ot over two ounces 
of liquid can be shipped and that 
must be in a completely absorbent 
wrapping. 
The P. O. begs you to tell th o^ 
truth about what’s in the packap^^h 
if you expect your service man or 
woman to receive your gift.

FARM 
INFLATIONARY 
SIONS 


Elements that might contribute 
to inflation continue to be seen at 
the end of the second quarter of 
this year as compared to the end 
of the same period last year, ac­ 
cording to data made available by 
the Bureau of Agricultural Econ­ 
omics. 
Demand deposits in coun­ 
try banks, consisting largely to 
checking accounts, were up '28 per 
cent—an increase partly accounted 
for by large deposits of Govern­ 
ment funds. 


These checking accounts would 
be inflationary if used to bid up 
the price of land and scarce goods 
Another inflationary sign is t h a t 
the av erage per acre value of farm 
real e state as of July I was up 15 
per cent over a year ago. For the 
quarter, cash receipts from farm 
m arketings were up six per cent 
over a year ago and prices paid 
by fa r m e r s for the things they buy 
— including interest and 
taxes—- 
were up five per cent. 
The only 
non-inflationary factor, more than 
offset by increased receipts from 
farm marketings, was a decline of 
one per cent in prices received by 
farmers.

Warns About 


Mump M enace 


AUSTIN, 
Texas. — With 
the 
opening of the school terra an in­ 
crease in the incidence of mumps 
is to be expected. 
This is duo in 
part to the fact that mumps is 
essentially a childhood disease and 
the contagion factor exists before 
the symptoms appear. 
Mumps is transm itted by direct 
contact with an infected person 
and with articles freshly soiled by 
fin secretions or discharges from 
the mouth or nose of persons hav­ 
ing the disease. 
It takes from 
12 to 26 clays for mumps to mani­ 
fest itself after the infection takes 
place. 
The disease can be easily 
transm itted, but one attack usual­ 
ly establishes immunity although 
second attacks sometimes occur. 
A virus is responsible for this 
Infection, the characteristic symp­ 
tom of which is a painful swelling 
of the salivary glands. Sometimes 
there is an involvement of other 
portions of the body causing dis­ 
turbances in the digestive, nervous, 
circulatory, 
and 
genito-urinary 
system s. 
The disease is usually 
accompanied by a temperature rise 
which more often than not is mild. 
“The patient suffering with this 
disease should be isolated from 
other members of the family im ­ 
mediately upon the suspicion that
